SUMMARY:  This  rule  lists  commimities 
where  the  sale  of  flood  insurance,  as  au¬ 
thorized  under  the  National  Flood  Insur¬ 
ance  Program  (NFIP) ,  will  be  suspended 
because  of  noncompliance  with  the  flood 
plain  management  requirements  of  the 
program.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 
The  Flood  Disaster  Protection  Act  of 
1973  (Pub.  L.  93-234),  as  amended,  re¬ 
quires  the  purchase  of  flood  insurance  as 
a  condition  of  Federal  financial  assist¬ 
ance  if  such  assistance  is: 

(1)  For  acquisition  and  construction

program  and  insurance  is  purchased.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  for  communities  listed  under 
this  part  such  restriction  exists  as  of  the 
effective  date  of  suspension  because  in¬ 
surance,  which  is  required,  cannot  be 
purchased.

Section  1315  of  the  National  Flood  In¬ 
surance  Act  of  1968,  as  amended  (42 
U.S.C,  4022)  prohibits  flood  insurance 
coverage  as  authorized  under  the  Na¬ 
tional  Flood  Insurance  Program  (42 
U.S.C.  4001-4128)  unless  an  appropriate 
public  body  shall  have  adopted  adequate 
flood  plain  management  measures  with 
effective  enforcement  measures.  The 
communities  suspended  in  this  notice  no 
longer  meet  the  statutory  requirement 
for  compUance  with  program  regulations 
(24  CFR  Part  1909  et  seq.) .  Accordingly, 
the  communities  are  suspended  on  the 
effective  date  in  the  list  below. 

The  Federal  Insurance  Administrator 
finds  that  delayed  effective  dates  would 
be  contrary  to  the  public  interest.  The 
Administrator  also  finds  that  notice  and 
public  procedure  imder  5  U.S.C.  553(b) 
are  impracticable  and  unnecessary.

The  identification  of  these 
areas  is  to  provide  guidance  to  commu¬ 
nities  on  the  reductidn  of  property  losses, 
by  the  adoption  of  appropriate  flood 
plain  management,  and  other  measures 
to  minimize  damage.  It  will  enable  com¬ 
munities  to  guide  future  construction 
where  practicable,  away  from  locations 
which  are  threatened  by  flood  or  other 
hazards.

One  year  after  the  identification  of 
the  community  as  fiood  prone,  the  re¬ 
quirement  applies  to  all  identified  spe¬ 
cial  fiood  hazard  areas  within  the  United 
States,  so  that,  after  that  date,  no  such 
financisd  assistance  can.  legally  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  acquisition  and  construction  in 
these  areas  unless  the  ccxnmunity  has 
entered  the  program.  The  prohibition, 
however,  does  not  apply  to  loans  by  fed¬ 
erally  regulated,  insured,  supervised,  or 
approved  lending  institutions  (1)  to  fi¬ 
nance  the  acqusition  of  a  residential 
dwelling  occupied  as  a  residence  prior  to 
March  1,  1976,  or  one  year  following 
identification  of  the  area  within  which 
such  dwelling  is  located  as  an  area  con¬ 
taining  special  fiood  hazards,  whichever 
is  later,  or  made  to  extend,  renew,  or  in¬ 
crease  the  financing  or  refinancing  in 
connection  with  such  a  dwelling.  (2)  to 
finance  the  acquisition  of  a  building  or 
structure  completed  and  occupied  by  a 
small  business  concern,  as  defined  by 
the  Secretary,  prior  to  January  1,  1976, 

(3)  any  loan  or  locms,  which  in  the  ag¬ 


gregate  do  not  exceed  $5,000,  to  finance 
improvements  to  or  rehabilitation  of  a 
building  or  structure  occupied  as  a  resi¬ 
dence  prior  to  January  1,  1976,  or  (4) 
any  loan  or  loans,  which  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate  do  not  exceed  an  amoimt  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary,  to  finance  nonresiden- 
tial  additions  or  improvements  to  be 
used  solely  for  agricultural  purposes  on 
a  farm. 

This  30  day  period  does  not  supersede 
the  statutory  requirement  that  a  com¬ 
munity,  whether  or  not  participating  in 
the  program,  be  given  the  opportunity 
for  a  period  of  six  months  to  establish 
that  it  is  not  seriously  fiood  prone  or  that 
such  fiood  hazards  as  may  have  existed 
have  been  corrected  by  fioodworks  or 
other  fiood  control  methods.  The  six 
months  period  shall  be  considered  to  be¬ 
gin  November  18,  1977,  or  the  effective 
date  of  the  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map, 
whichever  is  later.  Similarly,  the  one 
year  period  a  community  has  to  enter 
the  program  under  section  201(d)  of  the 
Flood  Disaster  Protection  Act  of  1973 
shall  be  considered  to  begin  November 
18,  1977,  or  the  effective  date  of  the 
Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map,  which¬ 
ever  is  later. 

This  identification  is  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  Part  1915  of  Title  24  of  the 
Code  of  Federal  Regulations  as  author¬ 
ized  by  the  National  Flood  Insmance 
Program  (42  U.S.C.  4001-4128).
